In reply to the question whether beef 
raising or the dairy was the more profita- 
ble, asked at a farmers’ institute last win- 
ter, Mr. Ellis, the member from Waldo 
county, stated that according to the best 
data we have, a pound of butter can be 
made on the same feed that is required to 
make a pound and a half of live weight of 
beef. 

Major Campbell Brown of Tennessee, 
well known throughout the country, has 
been placed in an insane asylum. Maj. 
Brown was one of the most extensive farm- 
ers of that State, was largely interested in 
blood stock, particularly Jerseys, and 
raised and dealt in horse stock of the high- 
est type. He possessed large wealth, and 
was universally beloved by his fellow men. 


The organ of the Holstein breeders rec- 
ommends the feeding of molasses to dairy 
cows, and cites an example where a half 
pint per day fed to a herd of cows increased 
the solids in their milk twelve to fourteen 
percent. In this way those breeders are 
feeding their cows who are publishing 
such unaccountable statements in regard 
to the richness of their milk? Molasses 
may be a good feed out of which to make 
remarkable records, but the common farm- 
er who is considering whether it is best to 
invest in Holsteins will stop to inquire 
whether it will pay in milk and butter. 


Ata recent farmers’ institute in Wiscon- 
sin, Mr. 5. E. Gernon of Waukesha, that 
State, a very intelligent dairyman, gave 
the following facts of his own experience :

The officers of the several agricultural 
societies in Washington county, have ar- 
ranged their annual fairs in a circuit, be- 
ginning with the West Washington at 
Cherryfield, Sept. 13 and 14, and following 
with the Central at Machias, and the Wash- 
ington County at Pembroke, in successive 
weeks in the order named. This arrange- 
ment no doubt will be appreciated by al! 
those who wish to attend more than theii 
own fair, and certainly should be by the 
owners of trotting stock, as it gives them 
the opportunity to enter for the races of the 
whole circuit. No doubt a series of at- 
tractive races will be the result. ‘The so- 
cieties of that county are to be congratu- 
lated that so friendly relations exist be- 
tween them. 





Governor Oglesby, speaking to the farm- 
ers at Joliet, lll., said that the land ques- 
tion is one of the most momentous problems 
before the people. The population of this 
country is rapidly increasing, while the 
farming class remains about the same 
Land is more valuable than money. We 
need to study the soil, and even Bo deeper 
to find the water courses under the sur- 
face and make them serviceable in turning 
unproductive lands in the West into fruit 
ful fields. Land in England is worth $50 
to $700 an acre, and it will soon be as high 
here. What will we be a hundred years 
hence with a 150,000,000 people in the 
country? He advised farmers to stick to 
their land, improve it, and see that no one 
but themselves owned it. 


Andrew 8. Fuller, who is authority on 
all small fruits, advises planting and culti- 
vating the high bush huckleberry. He says 
these can be grown. in gardens as certainly 
as raspberries and blackberries. The diffi- 
culty in this, we think, lies in the lack ot 
productiveness of this variety of fruit 
The berries are small and do not swell out 
under the influence of cultivation alone. 
Perhaps in time more prolitic varieties may 
be originated. The huckleberry of com- 
merce mostly grows wild on land worth 
little or nothing. The pickers make only 
fair wages by gathering and selling it. 
If to this cost of harvesting ave add that of 
cultivation, and the interest on the value of 
the land, the crop does not pay. ‘This is 
areasonable inference, from the fact that 
though it had long been know that huckle- 
berries can be grown by cultivation, no- 
body has as yet gone into this as a business. 


Grass Stock. 


As was to be expected from the charac- 
ter of the winter, grass has come out from 
its winter covering of snow in the best pos- 
sible condition. Nearly over the entire 
State there has been an unbroken covering 
of loose snow from the time of the first fall 
of the winter till its disappearance late in 
the spring. Asa result no winter killing of 
grass whatever is to be found where this 
Coating of snow lay. So, too, the snow 
lay so late this spring that there has been 
no freezing and thawing of the surface, 
and consequently no throwing out of the 
young clover plants since the disappear- 
ance of the snow. To-day the rapidly 
Starting grass shows every clover plant 
green and vigorous, and all the hardier 
grasses of course in the same condition. 

A good stand ef grass to start with is the 
first requisite for a good hay crop. This 
is now well assured. ‘Though the season 
is late and seed time backward, yet farmers 
Will take hold of their work with good 
Courage so long as this king of the crops 
gives reasonable certainty of a generous 
bounty. 

There is plenty of hay on hand in farm- 
ers’ barns to carry the stock out to full 
pasturage, notwithstanding the draft made 
upon it by the long and steady cold of the 
Winter. Stock is generally looking well. 
It is plainly manifest that year by year 
there are less stock owners who are care- 
less and indifferent of their stock in win- 
ter. Now itisarare thing indeed to find 
4 stock of cattle that are not well fed, and 
that do not come out of the winter in thrifty 
Condition. 

There was more stock kept through the 
Winter in the hands of the farmers of 
Maine than in any previous year. Sheep 
Save a good account of themselves last 
year, so full flocks were kept; horse stock 
is on the increase all around; dairying is 
receiving increased attention over a wide 
Portion of the State, while young stock and 
fat steers were so slow of sale last fall that 
the full compliment was kept through. 





All of this stock with the single exception | “*¥ 


of the steers promises good returns for the 
year to come. With a good hay crop in 
prospect and plenty of pasturage at hand, 
farmers start out with the promise of rea- 
Sonable rewards for well directed efforts. 


Ensilage Corn. 
It has been settled beyond question that 
Corn planted for the silo contains far more 
nutrition when the chance is given it to

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is preserved ina silo or not. Hence corn 
intended for fodder should be planted as 
early as the season and the soil will admit. 
Many have made a grave mistake in think- 
ing that any time will do to plant fodder 
corn. 

Strong growing southern corn has been 
chiefly advocated for growing for the silo 
for the reason of the greater quantity to the 
acre that can be grown, and without taking 
into consideration the matter of nutritive 
contents. Practice, however, has proved 
that nutrition has the same to do with the 
feeding value of silo fodder that it has 
with any other fodder. Many seasons the 
southern corn will not perfect its growth, 
and any year hardly comes to its full meas- 
ure of maturity. 

We have long advocated the planting of 
our northern yellow corn for the silo, in 
place of the later southern variety. Others 
have now come to recognize its greater 
value, and are recommending the same. A 
strong growing yellow corn, allowed to 
stand till the ears are fully grown and the 
kernels have begun to glaze, will produce 
very nearly as much weight of fodder to 
the acre as the southern. A good measure 
of this weight will be in the ear, and all 
know that a well filled ear of corn is a 
richer food material for stock than the stalk 
on which it grew. The yellow corn, then, 
has the double adyantage of being earlier 
and therefore less liable to injury from 
frost, and also better in quality. 

Plant thin, in drills three feet apart. 
Sixteen quarts of seed to the acre is enough. 
Corp must have the sunlight and a free cir- 
culation of air through it, in order to grow 
to perfection and store up its full measure 
of food material. Immature corn grown in 
a thick mass is poor fodder, whether in a 
silo or out. 





Cows for Profit. 
The strong ground the Farmer has taken 


>| in urging the cow to the attention of farm- 
‘| ers as a money maker is more than support- 


ed by the Breeders’ Gazette in the following 
extract; and if there is a farmer who still 
hesitates to bend his energies in full meas- 
ure to this line of work we beg he will 
study it carefully : 

Hon. James Wilson of Iowa observed in a 
public address that ‘‘where men tarm for 
dear life the cow is the foremost considera- 
tion.” Nothing could be more true, for 
whenever the farmer is harassed with debt, 
or whenever he is struggling to make good 
a start in life, it is the cow which comes to 
his assisance, paying off his mortgages in 
the one case and placing him upon the 
high road to fortune and ge <p 
upon the other. Her capacities for good 
are almost unlimited, and in no direction can 
the farmer so surely improve his condition 
as in developing and cultivating these ca- 
capacities to the highest degree. Those 
who keep cows, and as many of them as 
circumstances will permit, and take pains 
to have them good and of the most inproved 
sorts, and maintain them in a manner favor- 
able to their thrift, find they are not only 
an agency to which a man can resort to 
save himself when misfortune presses and 
all else fails to bring relief, but that they 
are also a sure means of advancing the 
farmer’s prosperity at. every stage of its 
progress. But the cows seldom havea 
a chance to show what they can do, and to 
what a degree they are capable of contribut- 
ing to the fortunes of their owners. Upon 
a large number of farms they are not 
maintained in sufficient numbers to fully 
accomplish their mission, and on a vast 
majority they are of the common unim- 
proved sorts to whose development no 
efforts has been given, and which are inca- 
pable of realizing for thetr owners one-half 
the profit which could be secured from 
highly improved animals. And this is inex- 
cusable in these days when the improved 
breeds are selling at such reasonable prices 
that evey farmer can afford the means to 
replace his present inferior stock with that 
of better character, or at least secure cross- 
es with which to grade up to a higher point 
the stock he already has. If the average 
cow im her present estate is worthy the 
zood things said of her, what words of 
praise would do her sufficient honor if all 
the cows in the country were improved to 
the point where it has been demonstrated 
it is easy to bring them? 


Massachusetts Farms. 


The volume of Massachusetts census for 
1885 which relates to agricultural products 
and property has just been issued, and is 
a very comprehensive, interesting and val- 
uable volume. 

Massachusetts has 42,026 farms. 

The number of owners is 40,112; of those 
hiring farms 3,242; of those worked en 
shares, 683. 

The average value of a Massachusetts 
farm is $2,459, and the average acreage 
86.61. ‘ 

The average value of the land and build- 
ings in 1885 was 4,112.83, as against $3,660 
in gold, in 1875. 

Every county in the State shows an 
increased average value of land and bulld- 
ings on farms in 1885 over 1875. 

There are 36,526 farmers in the State, 
and 35,545 farm laborers. This is an in- 
crease of ten per cent. in ten years. 

Cultivated land is worth $63.76 per acre, 
including cities where the average value 
is $237.60. , 

The Massachusetts farmer, on the aver- 
age, has 14.49 acres of hay land, 32.54 acres 
of permanent pasture land, 29.80 acres of 
young woodland, and only 5.27 acres de- 
voted to the cultivation ef his principal 
crops. 

The agricultural property in the State 
is valued at 21644 million dollars. This 
capital produces 473% millions worth of 
products. The farm produce is 22.09 per- 
cent of the total farm property. 

The value of Massachusetts farm pro- 
ducts was 28.82 per cent. more in 1885 than 
in 1875. 

The figures show. great changes in the 
character of the farm work. ‘The dairy 
products have risen from $7,901,663 (in 
gold) in 1875 to $13,080,526 under the pres- 
ent census. 

The number of acres cultivated increases 
in the State, although the number of farms 
decreases. ‘There has been a constant 
decrease in the number of farms for many 





years. 
There are 46,109 dwelling-houses and 
50,275 barns on the farms of the State. 
Theaverage value of of each house is 
$1,009.76; of each barn is $408.70.

Some Representative Farmers. 


As a representative of the reliable, con- 
servative, old school farmers of Maine, may 
be mentioned Mr. Moses Fogg, who has 
one of the many good farms in Gorham, 
a town that is among the very best farm- 
ing towns in the State. Mr. Fogg has been 
a frugal, hard working, church going man, 
and now at about four score years is still 
able to manage his farm, and do consider- 
able work with his own hands six days in 
the week, and on the seventh no ordinary 
“Sunday storm” is sufficient to keep him 
from his accustomed place in the sanctuary. 
He has a nice set of farm buildings, a nice 
orchard, keeps about fifteen head of cattle, 
two or three horses, and sells from 25 to 
35 tons of hay a year. 

As a representative of a different style of 
farming to be found in Maine, may be men- 
tioned Mr. H. B. Johnson of Gorham, who 
runs a dairy stock of from 70 to 80 head, 
Durham, Holstein, Jersey, and grades of all 
these breeds.. Something more than 70 
cows are to be in milk the coming season. 
He runs a milk cart in the village, and with 
the remainder of the milk makes butter, 
using all the modern improved methods for 
the production of a first class article. He 
has three siloes in which fodder from both 
sweet and ensilage corn is cured. Mr. 
Johnson has a steam engine with which 
water pumping, grain threshing, ensilage 
cutting, churning and wood sawing are 
done; he “don’t know how he could get 
along with his farming without the en- 
gine.” Mr. J. did not tell me that he is 
“getting rich, farming,” and I presume he 
is not, but I think he is “making money, 
farming,” and | know he has a very nice 
home, with social and educational privileges 
second to very few places in the country ; 
he and his family seem-to appreciate and 
enjoy their home, with no fear of suffering 
from the blizzard or the cyclone. 5 

Charles Hunnewell, Windham, has a good 
farm with a good set of farm buildings, 
one of the very best in the county, the 
Hunnewell homestead, his children being 
the fifth generation, the place never hav- 
ing been out of the name since it was 
settled. Mr. H. always has a pair or two 
of very nice steers, now has a pair four 
years old, Hereford build and color, some- 
thing better than 7 feet, very nicely made 
and very nicely matched. His farm span 
consists of brood mares, one by Palmer 
Knox, and one a strong made Canada mare. 
A four years old, from the latter, strong 
1100 Ibs., is a nice looking colt.. A colt 
from the Palmer Knox mare, by Hanson’s 
Dan Wilkes, was sold for $220, and is now 
valued at nearly twice that sum. The 
weanlings from these mares by Winthrop 
Pilot, are large, nice looking colts. 

Another representative of the old school, 
reliable, conservative farmer of Maine, may 
be found at the Lamb homestead, Otisfield, 
in the person of Wm. Lamb, who, with his 
brother and son, occupy the farm settled 
by his father nearly a century ago. This 
has ever been among the honored families 
of the town, prominent in both church and 
State, Mr. Wm. Lamb having been town 
treasurer for twenty years or more, until 
he declined an election, and deacon of the 
Free Baptist church from its organization. 
The stock of cattle now on the place is de- 
scended from that brought to the farm 
when it was first settled, having been 
graded to the best in the neighborhood, 
Durham or Hereford, as it may have been. 
It is now largely Hereford color, and ranks 
well among the bestin town. The “good 
woman of the house” always has on hand 
for the table, and for sale, a supply of the 
very best domestic cheese to be found in 
the country. 

D. L. Brett, Otisfield, (Norway P. O.) is 
among the largest farmers in town, keep- 
ing from thirty to forty head of cattle. 
For some years past he has been breeding 
the Holsteins with good results. 

Standing at the head of the herd, is the 
pure bred bull Nubian, from the herd of I. 
TT. Carville, Lewiston, an animal that richly 
deserves and has received good patronage. 
This bull, when 8 months and 19 days old, 
girthed 5 ft., 5 in., weighed 815 lbs., having 
gained 355 pounds in 179 days, being 
weaned in the time. When 14 months old, 
his girth was 6 feet, his weight 1170 
pounds. When 2 years and 8 months 
old, he girthed7 ft., 3 in., and weighed 
1830 Ibs. Mr. B. has a pure bred 
cow, and a bull one year old this spring; 
also three fine looking cows from the Car- 
ville herd, three-fourths Holstein. He 
started in last fall with about twenty calves 
of Nubian’s get, a fine lot, the largest ones 
girthing about 5 feet when they came to the 
barn. 

A neighbor of Mr. Brett's, F. J. Sawyer, 
has four pure bred cows and heifers, also a 
bull calf by Nubian, raised on skimmed 
milk, 4 feet in the line when less than 4 
months old. 

W. W. Andrews in the same neighbor- 
hood, “‘Otisfield Gore,” has a pure bred 
cow and heifer. Andrews is another 
old and honored nameintown. Mr. W. W. 
Andrews has been Worthy Master of 
Crooked River Grange since its —— 
tion, some fifteen years, and is now Master 
of the Oxford County Pomona Grange. 

A pleasant home for 4 night was found at 
Hillside Farm, Harrison, E. K. Whitney, 
proprietor, well known throughout the 
State as an orchaadist and b ler of fine 
horses, Jersey stock and White Chester 
swine. Besides a profusion of pears and 
small fruits, from 500 to 1000 barrels of 
apples is only an ordinary crop from the 
hillsides of Hillside Farm, and a large por- 
tion of the orchard, very largely Baldwin, 
not yet being in bearing condition. The 
horse stock on the dam’s side is from Kate, 
by son of Morgan Selon, which Mr. W. con- 
siders one of the very best horses he 
has ever owned. Fannie Anfield, from 
Kate by Anfield, thoroughbred, is de- 
scribed in the Oxford County Trot- 
ting Horse Association Catalogue, as 
“a perfectly sound and smooth mare, 
with the best of limbs, penne great en- 
durance, with pleaty of substance.” From 
this mare Mr. Whitney has Tim Redwood, 
foaled in 1882, Ella wood foaled in 1883, 
Hiram foaled in 1885 by Redwood, and 
Nina foaled in 1886 by Prescott. Kate 
Patchen is a bay mare, with white stripe in 
face, one white foot behind, thirteen years 
old next June, from Kate, by Tom Patchen, 
standard bred. From this mare Mr. W. 


has Nancy Boone, foaled in 1882 by Daniel 
Boone, Minnie Gideon foaled in 1886 by 
Gideon. Kate Patchen is now in foal to 


Gideon. 

About twenty-five head of Jerseys, most- 
ly of the A. J.C. C. regi » are kept at 
Hillside Farm. The stock of the very 
best strains that have been brought into 
the State, including Victor Hugo, Mary 
Ann of St. Lambert, and Jersey Belle of 
Scituate. Scituate of Hillside, at the head 
of the herd, is by King of Scituate, and is a 
tine looking animal. A very fine represen- 
tative of the Maine State Jerseys, is a bull 
of Butler Boy and Sailor Boy stock. For 
some twenty-five years, Mr. Whitney has 
bred White Chesters, the original stock 
having been from Chester county, Penn., 
which he thinks the best breed with which 
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bottom rail when laid on would be one foot | 
from the ground. For stakes I got some 
5¢ in. iron rods, 444 feetin length. I drilled 
the holes one foot apart, so that when the 
stakes were set the top ends would be three 
or four feet apart, and drilled the holes 
three inches deep. After the stakes were 
driven in, I then straightened them up so 
the top ends would be one foot apart, by 
bending the iron as near the rock as pos- 
sible. The object of drilling holes in this 
way is so the stakes will not pull out of 
the rock, and will be much stiffer than if 
drilled plumb. After putting on one rail 
I bored a bunk, the thickness through that 
I wanted the rails apart, witha 3 in. bit. 
boring holes in bunk from 9 to 12 in. apart, 
according to size of rail, having the bunk 
from 15 to 18 in. long, then drive the bunk 
down close to the rail, and thus continue 
to put on bunks and rails until you have 
four bunks and five good rails, and if the 
work is well done you have got a good 
fence that the next generation can live 
along side of and not be likely to quarrel 
with his neighbor. The iron for one length 
cost me 20 cts., and the rest is all labor. I 
had rather build this kind of fence than to 
get the cedar for bunks and stakes, even if 
I had the cedar growing in the swamp; it 
costs less, to reckon a fair price for labor. 
I built 60 lengths last season, and intend to 
build as much more this season, and so on 
until my whole farm is fenced. Hon. I. C. 
Libby has two miles of this fence on his 
farm in this town, and he says that he 
would build no other kind. 

If a brother farmer is benefitted by the 
above, I shall feel that Iam well paid for 
my trouble.

Orchard Notes—No. 3. 
MULCHING. 

Arbor day set in with a cold mist, which 
finally developed into a steady rain. Hav- 
ing heard stories to the effect that mice had 
worked serious damage to young apple, 
trees during the past winter, your corres- 
pondent was apprehensive that possibly 
his own trees might have suffered, although 
he has had for several years great confi- 
fience in the efficacy of heavy mulching as 
a sure preventive. Donning a rubber 
coat, and arming myself with salve and 
bandages in anticipation of wounds, I sal- 
lied forth, and passed rapidly through a 
young and thrifty orchard of sixty-three 
trees, covering just one acre of ground; 
only two trees had been knawed by mice, 
and those not badly; the outer bark had 
been consumed entirely around, and fora 
length of ten to twelve inches, but the 
inner bark was not seriously hurt, so that 
after the wounds were dressed there was 
reasonable hope that the trees would live. 
This young orchard has not been mulched 
for two years, and asthe old mulch was 
about gone and green grass growing all! 
about the trees freely, the wonder was that | 
more trees were not attacked. Passing | 
from this into an orchard of eight acres, | 
where there were certainly 300 young 
trees liable to be injured by mice, not 
one was found in fact, there wasn't the 
least sign of a mouse, and right along 
by a stone wall fora long distance there 
was a row of very young trees, but as/| 
I passed tree after tree untouched my | 
sprits rose, and I left the orchard with 
feelings of delight and satisfaction that my 
plan had worked so well. The cold rain 
beat in my face, and my hands were chilled 
to the marrow, but I was happy, for had 
not my plan worked to a charm? 
Now, most people reason in this way: 
“Why, if you put straw or hay, or any 
other loose material about a tree, you are 
surely extending a general invitation to all 
the field mice to nest there, and your trees 
will be utterly rulmed.” Such is theory, 
but in practice the result is just the re- 
verse. ice must have something green 
and fresh to live upon, and if all the green 
grass about a tree is killed by heavy mulch- 
ing, good-bye mice. Now that row of 
young apple -trees by the wall was 
mulched well in the spring and right after 
haying—nay, before haying was entirely 
finished—all the brakes, weeds and foul 
grasses left by the wall were cut close with 
a bush scythe and placed about the trees. 
The consequence was that not a green 
thing could be discovered under the mulch, 
and the trees were safe and sound. After- 
wards two other young orchards were 
looked over, one of 300 trees set ten years 
ago, and one of 200 trees set one year, and 
not one tree was injured. Those set one 
year ago this spring were mulched pretty 
well after setting with strawy manure, and 
a part of those set ten ne with strawy 
manure, and a part heavily with damaged 
hay, and, as I said, not one was injured, a 
pretty strong confirmation of the theory 
that if the grass is killed the tree is safe 
from the attacks of mice. But what other 
service does mulching perform? It keeps 
the ground cool and moist during the heat 
and droughts of summer, and by this pro- 
tection the roots are prevented from drying 
up, the foliage kept in high color, and in 
spring by the retention of frost any dispo- 
sition to premature growth or premature 
blossoming is at once checked. 
Last summer I had occasion to call on 
Mr. Geo. C. Bowman, one of the most en- 
terprising, and certainly one of the best 
farmers and orchardists in the town of 
Sidney, and he showed me the difference 
in trees of the same age and set in the same 
field, and where the soil was allalike. The 
difference in growth was perceptible, but 
that in appearance was remarkable. The 
_—_ that were _ — tens te apes | 
1D appearance, onage being an 
of 2 dark green color, while those not 
mulched were pale and sickly looking. 
Young trees should be mulched as soon 
as set out. If the land is under cultivation 
for one, two or several years, the mulching 
may be removed in the fall and the trees 
banked with earth; inthe spring the earth 
away, manure 
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should run his farm as of old, giving no 
thought to the cost of production or the 
cost of labor to produce our farm crops. 
We hope to hear from our farm writers 
upon these — of production and cost 
of the leading farm crops at the present 
prices. Also, whether we should raise 
special crops or a variety. My idea has 
been to raise those crops that the markets 
demand, and those crops that make the 
best returns forthe least outlay of labor 
expended in the production, ever taking in- 
to account the adaptability of crops to the 
soil to be treated. How can a farmer full 
succeed with raising such crops as his soll 
will not produce, or such as are a drug in 
the market, after he has expended time, 
labor, and all the expense of use of land, 
etc. Farming is a dull business if we do 
not put our best efforts into the work before 
us, and even then it is not as remunerative 
as it should be. Therefore we should fully 
realize the importance of agricultural 
knowledge, let our study in agriculture be 
progressive, fully keeping pace with the 
times. Nearly all of the old methods must 
be left behind; the times are constantly 
changing, and the demands of agriculture 
must necessarily change in order to meet 
those demands which the times call for. 
We must be alive to the fact that as 
the country grows old, our soil needs a 
different treatment, and new methods must 
be adopted or we shall be left behind. 
Hard study was never more demanded than 
at present in order to make the farm pay.

The potato, viewed as an article of food, 
has few nutrient principles to recommend 
it, says the Popular Science News, but as a 
table luxury it is highly esteemed in all 
lands wheve it has been introduced. The 
waste of the body which is constantly oc- 
curring, sleeping or waking, must be met 
by a supply of food which contains the 
chemical principles fitted to replenish and 
sustain the body. The element nitrogen is

It 
is capable of supplying warmth to a con- 
siderable extent, but it can not be regarded 
as a carbonaceous food of high value.

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Tying Up Early Cabbages. 


“The tying up of the leaves of early cab- 
bages,” says Gardening Illustrated, ‘‘is much 
practised by the London market-growers, 
and is one to be commended. The opera- 
tion is a simple one, just, in fact, similar to 
| that adopted in the case of Coes lettuces. 
| The soft outer leaves are folded carefully 
| around the heart or centre of the plant, 

and the whole is bound firmly with a withe 
or piece of bast. There are several good 
| reasons given by market-growers for this 
| practice. The centre being protected from 
| the weather, the cabbages heart sooner by 
|two or three weeks than they otherwise 
would do, and they are more easily handled 
in gathering and packing for market. The 
plan is one that is seldom adopted in private 
gardens, but there can be no doubt that it 
is one that can be recommended, inasmuch 
as there is a gain of a week or two as re- 
gards cutting, and compact little cabbages 
are always preferable to loose ones, which, 
moreover, are apt to get broken,or other- 
wise injured in gathering.” It may be 
worth while to test this method with our 
early cabbages.

| A correspondent asks about turning his 
colts to pasture. The practice of turning 
young stock away, with no preparation for 
the radical change, is one that surely works 
injury. There must be a loss to the indi- 
vidaal creature while adapting itself to 
new conditions and surroundings. If ac- 
customed to regular grain rations daily, it 
will not do to cut these off at once. If 
housed in warm pens, it is cruel to turn at 
once to the pasture. These changes should 
| be gradual. Before the grass starts, or the 
sod is hard enough to hold the stock, the 
| days should be spent in the yard, and the 
|hours of exposure increased. The grain 
| should surely be continued until the stock 
| is well settled in the pastures. Some claim 
| that it is better to gradually reduce the 
| quantity at the barn, so that the change to 
}grass will not be so marked; but if no 
grain isto be fed during the summer, it 
will pay to continue daily rations a few 
weeks after turning the colts to pasture. 
Better growth will secured than other- 
wise is possible, and there need be no loss 
in making the change. Surely there should 
be no thought of turning them out until the 
grass is well started, and warm weather an 
assured fact.

On en- 
quiry, I learned that they have twelve hun- 
hred chickens, fifty-five hens, and fourteen 
cucks, the latter business has just been 
taken up. For hatching purposes they 
have five incubators, the largest, the ‘**Mon 
arch,” contains about six hundred eggs, 
the next two in order hold two hundred 
eggs each, the next holds sixty-five eggs, 
and the smallest one holds fifty-five eggs, 
all the incubators together hold twelve

The horse | 
car horses come chiefly from the west, be- | 
ing neither large nor small, but good sized, | 
well made animals, costing from $175 to | 
$200. In five years, these are used up and 
sold to farmers for from $6 $20 each, | 
where they often recover from the soreness 
caused by the pavements. Maine horses 
are preferred for this work, because our 
hardy, colder climate gives more enduring 
constitutions ; but our supply is yet limited, | 
though rapidly increasing.

One of the in- 
cubators are full of ducks’ eggs, which will 
hatch the first day of May. The buildings 
cover three thousand square feet floor sur- 
face. They are well lighted and ventilated. 
Each apartment is furnished with a venti- 
lator made of strips of boards five inches 
wide, nailed together at the edges so as to 
form a hollow square. These are placed at 
the side of the building, with the upper 
end in the open air, while the lower end 
reaches within two feet of the floor; thus 
bringing plenty of fresh air to the fowls. 
The first two days the chickens are fed on 
hard boiled eggs, after that on corn meal, 
oat meal, oats, wheat, cracked corn, barley 
and buckwheat, and every night and morn- 
ing, oat meal, corn meal, shorts, middlings, 
ground meat scalded, and besides all this, 
the chickens have plenty of green food. 
All the weak and sick ones are kept in one 
pen. The chicken brooders are about two 
feet high, and warmed by lamps from un- 
derneath. The doors from the brooders 
into the pens are large enough to let one 
chicken pass at a time, and are covered 
with little strips of cloth. ‘There are little 
fountains for drinking purposes, which can 
be easily made by filling a tin can with 
some kind of mush and water, the mush 
being put in first. then turn the can upside 
down in a saucer, then you will have a 
chicken fountain. AkTHUR F. Brown.

From several sources the report comes of 
trouble with sitting hens, and the query as 
to which incubator is best. To all such we 
would say what has so often been affirmed, 
that artificial incubation is neither practical 
or profitable for a farmers, who be- 
cause of their small flocks and multiplicity 
of duties are unable to give the time and 
attention necessary. The whole system 
belongs to the field of the fancier and 
specialist, and even here there is a question 
about the profit of the method. If the 
broody hens are properly cared for there is 
not much trouble about the results. They 
should be given quiet quarters, moderately 
dark, protected from the laying hens, and 
@s much as possible from each other, _ 
vided with clean nests, into which sulphur, 
cedar twigs, tobacco stems or insect pow- 
der are scattered to drive away the vermin. 
The feed should be cornu, and that placed 
where the hens can find it readily when 
they come off. Fresh water must also be 
provided and a good dust bath. These are 
all little things, but the neglect of either 
will in many cases prevent a successful 


hatch. If vermin get into the nest the hen 
will probably be driven off during the last 
week, just at the critical peri If the 


food supply is wanting the animal heat 
cannot be maintained and the germs die in 
the shell. 

If other hens get to the nest and disturb 
the sitters then the eggs are liable to be 
broken, or the hen driven from the nest to

To roast or bake a potato, it should be 
washed clean, wiped dry, put ina moderate- 
ly hot oven, either on the grate, or in a 
baking pan, and subjected to a gradually 
increasing heat until the skin becomes firm, 
aud assumes a light brown color. If the 
oven is kept at the proper temperature 
potatoes will bake in from 40 to 60 minutes, 
according to size. As soon as thoroughly 
done they should be taken from the oven 
and broken tenderly, ora slit two-thirds 
the length of the potato should be made in 
each one, and a small lump of butter insert- 

ed therein. 

The starch in a potato will absorb mois- 
ture when the starch cells are ruptured by 
heat, and unless baked or sonsted, potatoes 
are cracked or ed as soon as cooked, 
and the steam allowed to eecape they will 
become sodden, dark-colored, and rank 
flavored. If cracked or gaxhed as soon as 
thoroughly baked they can be kept, 
without much deterioration. a considerable 
length of time. But baked potatoes should 
be taken from the oven anc. served the mo- 
ment they aredone. The flesh will then 
be light and mealy, and will possess all the 
exquisite aroma and delicious flavor so 
familiar to those who have enjoyed the 


delicious tuber perfectly roasted. Potatoes 
baked with fowl or meat of any kind, are 
very nice, and are done in thie manner : 


Pare and parboil, then place in the pan 
containing the fowl or roast. Turn over, 
when partly cooked, so they may brown 


evenly. They can be baked in this manner 
without pee but require a longer 
time. They can also be baked in drippings, 


without fowl! or meat. 
Boiling is the most common method of 
cooking potatoes. But comparatively few 
—_ know how to boil a potato so k will 
ry, mealy and fine flavored. To boil 
either pared or unpared potatoes, put them 
when prepared in a liberal allowance of 
slightly salted boiling water, and keep them 
boiling until tender enough to pierce easily 
with a fork, then drain, sprinkle with salt, 
cover with a folded towel and set back on 
the range to dry off, and keep hot. If 
treated in this manner, they will be tender, 
ay’ and mealy. 

f they have been boiled without paring, 
the skins can be readily removed before the 
potatoes are sent to table. Some people 
prefer them served in their skins. A 
medium sized potato will boil perfectly in 
twenty-five minutes. Scooped potatoes are 
balls of therequired size, scooped from 
pared potatoes, with a vegetable scoop, 
boiled and served with a sauce or gravy. 
Put potatoes, either pared or unpared 
in a steamer, set it over a pot or kettle of 
boiling water, and keep the water boilin 
briskly until the potatoes are cooked. 
small sized steamer should be used if only 
a few potatoes are to be cooked; but two 
or three potatoes can be cooked very 
nicely in a large steamer, by placing 
a folded cloth or towel over them to retain 
the steam. This is a very excellent and 
easy method of cooking potatoes. 

Pare the potatoes, cut them in slices 
about an eighth of an inch thick, and cook 
in slightly salted water until moderately 
tender. Then drain off the water, add 
cream, or milk and butter, or milk alone, 
season with salt and pepper, bring to a 
boil, and serve. A little minced parsley 
can be added if wished. 

Pare and slice the potatoes very thin. 
Soak the slices well in cold water, then 
drain in a sieve or colander, dry on towels 
by rolling and tumbling from one towel to 
another, separate them and drop into a 
kettle of grease at a temperature of about 
350°. As soon as they become a light 
brown color, lift from the kettle with a 
skimmer, drain on a sieve, sprinkle with 
salt, and serve. 

To have the grease sufficiently hot and 
to keep it so during the entire process is 
the important point in frying potatoes. 
And no one should ever attempt to fry 
potatoes without first testing the grease 
and knowing itis at the proper tempera- 
ture. Ina majority of cases fried potatoes 
are soaked with grease andare unfit to be 
eaten, in consequence of having been put 
in the kettle before the grease was sufli- 
ciently hot. Fried potatoes should be 
served as fresh and hot as possible; but if 
kept moderately warm and at an even 
temperature, after they are taken from the 
frying kettle, they will remain in quite a 
nice condition for a considerable length of 
time. 

Parboil pared potatoes, cut in slices half 
an inch thick, place in a wire gridiron 
over a moderate fire, turn frequently until 
well browned on both sides, season with 
salt and pepper, and serve hot. Boiled 
ss when cold, are very nice for broil- 
™f and can be done in the same manner. 

‘hese six cardinal methods of cooking 
potatoes cover every style of serving them; 
and all the different styles, however pre- 
tentious or aristocratic their titles may be, 
are simply variations of these methods. 


Home Surroundings. 


Mrs. E. L. Hill read an essay before the 
Upton, Mass., Grange on the essential 
things needed for making a happy home, 
and among other suggestions she says: 

“Next to pleasant faces and voices are 
plants, books, and pictures. Of books and 
pictures we may not be able to have many; 
but of plants we can surely have enough at 
little cost to brighten a cheerless room. 

“Another thing which should not be 
neglected is one’s personal appearance. 
Too many are neglectful of their dress 
and ap ance at home. ‘Anything will 
do for home folks; all nice things must be 
saved for company.’ The parlor, dining- 
room and sitting-room must be kept shut 
up, and all work must be done in the kitch- 
en. Supper, breakfast and dinner must be 
served there. Possibly it saves a few steps, 
(a very few), but a nice, cool dining-room 
in which to eat your dinner, and a cozy 
little sitting-room in which to spend your 
afternoons and evenings out of sight of 
your kitchen work, will rest and refresh 
you more than you are aware of. It will 
make up for the extra steps you are obliged " 
to take. One room answers nicely for both “F 
dining and sitting-room. If you have but : 
one room beside the kitchen, and the furni- 
ture in it is too good—too expensive, I 
mean—for every day use, sell it and 

some comfortable, substantial articles of 
furniture, something which looks restful; 
lounging chairs, wide, easy lounges, camp 
chairs, and foot rests. Havea ~ oo] fora 
work basket, a shelf for your plants, 4 
stand orshelf for your husband’s papers 
and books, and don’t stay in the kitchen 
after the work is done. Have a basket for 
baby’s playthings, and it will be but 
very little trouble to teach him to put them 
away when he is done with them. If there 
are older children, teach them that the

There is not much gained by planting 
bers, melons, tomatoes, peppers, egg- 
plant, etc., before the ground has become 
thoroughly warm.

Dipping the roots of plants in clear 
water is just as effective as the often re- 
commended method called ‘puddling;” 
also generally less inconvenient, and i 
most cases preferable. This applies with 
equal force to the vegetable and to smal] 
fruit plants. Most persons dislike to 
handle puddled plants.

Those of the editorial fraternity whoa 
few years ago visited Duxbury, Mass., 
will remember the unfinished monument to 
Miles Standish. It is now progressing 
finely. The monument will be, when 
finished, one hundred feet high from the 
grade to the top of the parapet or base of 
the statue. The diameter of the base is 28 
feet, and at the top 16 feet. The base is 
octagonal to the height of 25 feet, or to the 
height of the projection of the lower cornice ; 
above this the monument will be perfectly 
round. The foundation runs eight feet be- 
low the surface of the ground, and is laid 
solid in hydraulic cement. The granite for 
the shaft will be irregular blocks, and no 
course will be less than eight inches nor 
over 12 inches rise outside. 








Several prominent Grangers met in coun- 
cil in Boston, last week, to formulate plans 
for the building up of an educational sys- 
tem for the members of the New England 
Grange. It was finally determined to ar- 
Tange a systematic course of study, which 
would require a period of four years to 

-complete. It will include, as one of its 
principal studies, a course in agriculture 
and a brief study of horticulture. The 
ladies, who have great power in the-Grange, 
are to be especially looked after, and a 
course of study, which it is thought will be 
particularly interesting to them, is 20 be in- 
troduced. The instruction will be con- 
ducted on the Chatauqua plan. There are at 
present in the New England States about 
35,000 Grangers.

son, in his capacity of trial justice, once 
sent the youth to the Reform School.

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sities, hospitals, and all those institutions 
which are for the uplifting and bettering 
of mankind, morally and materially. 

The Richardson works cover several 
acres, and are nearly in the heart of the 
city. The factory is of brick, three stories 
high, with French roof, a veritable bee- 
hive of industry. Four wooden store- 
houses are connected with the factory, 
forming an inner court, ag seen in the en- 
graving. We found two floors of one of 
the store-houses filled with Kemp’s Ma- 
nure Spreaders and the Bullard Hay Ted- 
ders, which are manufactured at the es- 
tablishment, and which are now being 
rapidly shipped to fill the spring orders. 
The space is cramped, and some of these 
find an overflow in the yard. The plan 
always is when work is begun on any class 
of farm machinery, to push that branch 
quite extensively; for instance, they do 
not undertake to make less than two hun- 
dred spreaders, when they begin on that 
class of work. We found one store-house 
packed almost solidly with the Buckeye 
Mowers, all shining with new paint, the 
glittering steel nicely guarded by the care- 
ful, expert packing. When packed, one 
machine takes up only about two feet o 
room, and in that one building were 2500 
Buckeyes of different sizes, that when 
July’s sun shall be pelting the earth, will 
be found making music in the hay fields of 
New England farmers. Indeed, the force 
of the factory, about one hundred men, is 
now kept busy upon this class of work, 
that the orders for the same, which are 
just now coming thick and fast, may be 
promptly filled. We can hardly realize 
that when the haying season was in full blast 
last year, the entire space in this store- 
house was unoccupied. A spur track from 
the system of railroads centering in Worces- 
ter comes right to the door of the factory, 
and connects with the different stories, so 
that shipping facilities are excellent. 

On the first floor of the factory we found 
the extra repair shop, where are kept du- 
plicates of every part of the mowing ma- 
chine, which are supplied to local agents, 
80 that the farmer, meeting with an acci- 
dent in the field, can have the defect reme- 
died at once, and without any delay. Here 
is started the machine, and the different 
parts perfectly fitted. The castings are 
contracted for, and this is for the inter- 
ests of the purchaser, as every casting is 
warranted by the contractor, and carefully 
tested before being put into the machines, 
and there can be no object to use anything 
but good material. The different parts are 
thoroughly tested, by experienced work- 
men, before taking their place in the fin- 
ished machine. A difficult job is adjusting 
the knives to the cutter bar, so that there 
shall be perfect action. The principle of 
the cutter is that of a pair of shears; there 
is an extra knife fitted for each cutter bar, 
and before going from the workman’s 
hand the knives are all marked to corre- 
spond with the bar and the machine in 
which they are to be placed, two knives 
going with each machine. The knife we 
saw manipulated was marked No. 24,930, 
that being the number the company has 
manufactured of that size machine. Ex- 
perienced workmen are required for these 
difficult places. The mechanic who was 
fitting the knives had been at work at that 
one branch of business twenty-six years. 
In every department the best of skill is 
sought for, each man working on his spec- 
iaity, knowing but little about any other 
portion of the machinery. One man de- 
votes his time in boring two holes through 
Steel plates; another adjusts the rods and 
springs; still another attends to the run- 
ning gear; and so on—each workman at- 
tending to his specially assigned task. In 
this department. the various parts of the 
taachine are put together, steam power at- 
tached, and the machine run with greater 
speed than will ever be required in the field. 
The folding bar is subjected to the most 
severe test, the scythe must cut to the 
evenness of a hair, every part must run 
smoothly, and after nearly half an hour of 
this testing, the machine is declared per- 
fect, and passes to the next hands. ‘T'wen- 
ty-five machines are turned out daily, this 
being considered a fair day’s work. Most 
of the material now entering into the man- 
ufacture of the machines is steel and mal- 
lible iron, the knives being of the best 
English steel, while the American steel 
used is obtained from Pennsylvania. 

In the basement are stored the heavy 
stock of castings, lumber and other ma- 
terial for the various work turned out. 
There are cords of the clearing sticks of 
ash used in the mower. ‘There is here, 
what is called a “rattler” in which 
the castings are placed and smoothed 
down by the rattling process and all 
the imperfections knocked off. Lead- 
ing out from this is the blacksmith 
shop, where the wrought iron parts of the 
tedder and spreader are gotten out, and the 
iron is wrought into the various shapes re- 
quired by the sturdy blows of thé trained 
blacksmiths, their flaming forges being 
kept glowing by a huge fan overhead, 
moved by steam power. Near by is the 
engine room and boiler, the engine being 
of 60 horse power, and capable of driving 
with ease the machinery in all the several 
stories. : 
In the second story are made the whiffle 
trees, poles and all the wood work used in 
the construction of the machines. The 
lumber used is second growth white ash. 
So exact and painstaking is the work that 
every duplicate is a complete reproduction 
of the original, and must be exact in 
respect. Most everything in this story is 
also done by machinery.

A FATAL ASSAULT. On Saturday night 
James A. Getchell, a clerk in the saloon of 
isaac Bennett, in this city, had an alterca- 
tion with Will H. Hopkins, a young man of 
23 years, son of Harry Hopkins, which re- 
sulted in the death of Hopkins. The 
trouble between the two persons began at 
the “athletic” exhibition (so called) in this 
city, on Friday evening, which was under 
the 4 tof Getchell. Hopkins had 
been insolent, and d to be dogging 
Getchell’s footsteps, and Saturday night 
the two went up on the railroad track, a 
few rods above the Bridge street crossing, 
to settle the difficulty. Getchell struc 
Hopkins, who fell, his striking upon 
one of the projecting frogs of the railroad 
track, fracturing his skull, and producing 
death. Getchell notified the officers, the 
young man was carried to Burns’ 
store, where he lingered in an unconscious 
condition until four o’clock, Sunday morn- 
ing, when he died. Getchell was arrested 
and a coroner’s jury impanneled by Coroner 
Wm. H. Libby. An autopsy was ordered, 
which was made at once by Drs. Martin 
and L. J. Crooker. At 10 o'clock, Sunday 
morning, the jury pi to view the 
ground in the Maine Central yard. Two 
smal! pools of blood were found, one close 
by the guard rail near the embankment 
and the other outside the tracks, where the 
body was found. At this int the jury 
adjourned until 2 o’clock P. M., when they 
met at Judge Andrews’ office to receive 
testimony. 

Dr. Geo. W. Martin, who was first sum- 
moned to attend Hopkins, testified that he 
was called to Mr. Burns’ store at 9.30, Sat- 
urday night. Hopkins’ lip was cut, he was 
bleeding at the mouth, and one tooth on 
the right side, a lateral incissor, was 
knocked out. Between three and four 
o'clock, Sunday morning, I was summoned 
again, and young Hopkins died a few 
minutes after my arrival. On the spot 
where the trouble occurred, I found the re- 
mains of a watch chain and a tooth. The 
post mortem examination showed, besides 
the wounds on the mouth, that the skull 
was crac) three inches in len on the 
right side, from near the medial line to the 
opening in the base where the chord 
entered. There was a slight contusion in 
the scalp and a suffusion of blood over the 
fracture. The fracture resulted from a 
blow given by a hard instrument or from a 
fall upon a solid substance. I should judge 
the latter. Dr. L. J. Crooker corroborated 
the testimeny of the first witness. Officer 
W. F. Spear, James A. Benner, Officer 
James 5. McKenney, Officer Henry W. 
Breen, James Hersom, Wm. P. McKenney, 
Michael Burns and Michael Lynch testified 
as to the circumstances of the affair. 

James A. Getchell, the prisoner, told his 
story: **The trouble between Hopkins and 
myself began at the Mike Daly sparring 
match, Friday night. Hopkins wanted to 
enter the dressing room after the exhibi- 
tion, and I refused him entrance, upon 
which he called me bad names and was 
very angry. Later on, he struck a man 
named **Bushy,” and I had to interpose to 
prevent a fight. Again he cursed me. 
Saturday night, between eight and nine 
o'clock, I met Hopkins on Water street 
near the post office, and he called me a 
‘stinker.’ I replied: ‘Haven’t I always 
used you well? and he n sauced me 
and wanted to fight. I said, ‘I don’t want 
to fight. You know I am much stronger 
than you, and can handle you easy.’ We 
walked up the street, he pressing me to fight 
and calling me a coward. We continued 
up Bridge street and walked out upon the 
railroad track, I thinking that he would 
squeal and go home. When we had gone 
a little way, he pulled off his overcoat and 
struck me in the stomach, breaking my 
watch chain which with the guard fell to 
the ground. In an instant I struck him a 
heavy blow on the mouth with my left 
hand, and he went down without a word 
and did not wove. It was pitch dark and I 
dragged him across the tracks to the walk 
and set him up. He appeared to be re- 
covering sensibility and I left him, went 
down street and notified the officers, after- 
wards going home. I did not return to the 
tracks as [ feared he would revive and at- 
tack me again. I did not tell anyone on 
Friday that | would fix him, but simply 











meant that I would slap him. We had no 
arrangement to fight.”* + *y 
Getchell exhibited his left hand, on the 


knuckles of which was a small wound a 
quarter of an inch deep, which he received 
when he struck Hopkins. Getchell told a 


straight story, and aj ntly a 
clean breast of the whole afiair The jury 
rendered a verdict that Hopkins was killed 














by a heavy blow in the mouth, inflicted by 
Getchell, thereby causing him to fall upon 
the track, striking the iron rail and causing 
a fracture of his skull, resulting in death as 
above stated.

I got there at 
about 10 o'clock. I was pretty drunk. 
Kvery thing about the house was dark. 
went to the barn, got an iron pin and a rope. 
1 meant to tie the oli folks. I got a jvist 
and put it against the loft window in the ell, 
1 made some noise in shutting the cel- 
lar doors. Leaving my coat and shoes on 
the ground | climbed in the window, went 
down the back stairs into the kitchen and 
from there to the bedroom. The bedroom 
door was buttoned on the inside. 1 forced 
it open, rushed in and struck the old peuple 
1 lighted a match to see where | was when 
Kenniston recovered from the biow and 
came at me like a bull dog. I went back- 
ward into the kitchen. It was so dark 
that I could not see. We had a tough tus- 
sel. I lost the iron pin then drew my knife 
and struck the old man a downward blow. 
He said “oh !"but continued fighting. 
1 tried to get out of she room but the oid 
man was between me and the door, so | 
drew my revolver and fired twice. At the 
second shot he fell. I got out as quickly 
as I could, went to the barn, put the bridie 
on the horse and left. i didn’t know 
whether the old man was dead or not. | 
expected te be pursued and captured, so was 
not surprised when overtaken.” 

Llewellyn Quimby, the murderer, has 
been a bad boy. He comes of a very good 
family and both his father and grandfather 
were on intimate terms with the corres- 
ponding ions of Kennistons. His 
father died about eight years ago, and 
without his restraint the qualities in the 
boy came forward. At fifteen he was 
arrested for house breaking, as already re-7 
ported, and sent to the reform school for 
three years, by Trial Justice Geo. B. Ken- 
niston, son of the murdered man. Quimby 


was taken to the reform school, swearing | 24 best 
vengeance on Kenniston. But little thought | 3¢ ! 


was paid the threats by Justice Kenniston, 
and on the boy's release he sought to make a 
man of him and placed him on his father’s 
farm in December, 1886. Here it soon became 
apparent that his nature was badly pervert- 
ed. His great delight was in sticking 
pitchforks into the cattle to enjoy their 
bellows of pain. All his spare moments 
were used in the perusal of dime novels 
which undoubtedly assisted his depravity 
very materially. His nature was singular- 
ly brutal and for any reproofs he would 
return threats, often vowing to murder the 
old gentleman, alleging that he could 
easily doit and escape, as he said on one 
occasion that only fovls are caught. On 
one occasion while residing at the farm 
he nearly caused the death of the man 
whom he Wednesday night killed. ‘he 
two were in the w lumbering and were 
carrying a small log. Old Mr. Kenniston 
held the forward end gpd Quimby the hind 
end. Suddenly, as Mr. Kenniston neared 
the edge of a high precipice, Quimby 
surged forward and nearly sent the old 
man over the brink. These circumstances, 
and the well-known characteristics of 
Quimby, tarned suspicion towards him as 
the murderer at once.
